Failure at Bangkok. 

The failure sensun is fall upon us (says 
the Bengkek Times), and the first firm to ‘go 
under’ is 1 Chinese storckeeper in tho City. 
‘The liuhilities are eatiriated at about Tes. 
50,000, tho principal creditors being French, 
German and Italian importing houses. Tho 
estate is expected ‘to realise a dividend of 
from 60 to 60 percent. It is rumoured 
that other concerns of a like nature are 
tottering ton fall. 


Plague Scare at Bangkok. 

The Bangkok Times of the 15th inst. 
says ~The $5, Conch which arrived last 
evening from Shnnghai did nat stop at the 
Quarantine station at Koh Pai as the pilot 
failed to notify the captain that it was 
necessary. On thearrival of the ship at 
Deep Hole the agents here enquired of 
the Medical Officer what they should do. 
Asthe ship had already, crossed tho Bar, 
sho was allowed to come up the river as far 
as Bangkolem. On inspection by the 
Medical Officer, a suspicious case, at first 
thought to be plague, was, on testing the 
patient's blood atthe Gavernmentlaborator yy 
found to be harmless, 
The Fatal Collision in the Harbour. 

Tho inquiry as to the cullision in the 
Uatbour on the night of the 17th inst., by 
which cight Tivea wera lost, concluded at 
the Magistracy yesterday. His Worship 
(Mr I, Wazeland) said it was clear that the 
eight men lost their lives by drowning, hay- 
ing been thrown into the water by the col- 
lision and sinking of the commissariat beat. 


He was also convinced that the commissariat 
boat had flashed’ no light, and that the 
stall bull’s-eye lantern in the bow was. per- 
fectly useless ; also that the ‘steam launch 
went half-speed first and reversed her 
engiucs to avoid the collision, The state- 
iment of the first two witnesses as to having 
finshed a lamp toward the Isunch was only 
made as sn afterthaught. 


Chamberlain on South Africa. ~ 


- Mr Chamberlain, in a weighty speech 


in the House of Cammons on the 2nd inst., 
stated tho regular war in South Africa had 
developed into guerilla warfare, which was 
now succeeded by its third stage, rufti- 
anism, Urigundage and outrage, and this 
would require a change in the attitude of 
the British towards the authors. ‘Lora 
Kitchoner belioved he would be ablo to 
send home a considerable number of troups 
about the cnd of September. Regarding 
Kiuitzinger’s threat towards the natives, 
thase Boers suspected of conniving at or 
authorising such actions would bu couct- 
martialled, and if found guilty would suffer 
the peualiy of death. The speech was re- 
eeived with loud cheers. On the &th inst, 
a grant of £6,500,000, in aid of the annexed 
colonies in South Africa, was voted. Mr 
Chamberlin, speaking in the House of 


Commons on the matter, said their tirst 
Quty was to those friends who had taken 
energetic action on behalf of the loyal 
refugees, The resettlement of farmers on 
the Jand is intended to be commoneed at 
tho earliest opportunity, and also humane 
laws in regard to natives will bo passed.
